Senator Frelinghuysen has prepared a bill 
which he thinks would bring about the desirable 
rewult of specie payments without any contrac- 
tion of the currency.

The Texas Legislature met yesterday, not- 
withstanding the decision of the Supreme Court 
that their election was unconstitutional. Both 
Houses effected a temporary organization with- 
out any interference from the State or Federal 
authorities. President Ireland, of the Senaie, 
made a calm but uncompromising address on 
taking the clair. He says that for ten years 
the people of Texas have been struggling for 
the right of governing themselves. When, bya 
majority of 50,000, they elect a Government of 
their own choice, they are menaced and embar- 
rassed by a judicial coup delat. He advises his 
associates to act coolly, calmly, and deliberately. 
Gov. Davis refuses to disregard the decision 
of the Supreme Court and recognize the Legis- 
lature as a lawful assemblage. 


The financial situation in Chicago is steadily 
improving. The effects of the panie are shown 
by some over-due paper, but the aggregate of 
this is declining daily, while there is a general 
advance in commercial credit. The advanced 
prices of grain are putting an increased amount 
of money in the hands of the farmers, and this, 
of course, has given an increased stimulus to 
trade all through the interior of the Northwest, 
and, as a consequence, added to the volume of 
sales in Chicago and the remittances here from 
country dealers. Wheat is now selling from 15 
to 16 cents higher per bushel than before the 
panic; the advance in corn is equal to 14 cents, 
and in oats to 10 cents per bushel. These prices 
are rapidly making things even, and are putting 
all branches of trade in this city into healthy 
activity. 

Some men, humorously styled a committee in- 
terested in Labor Reform, waited on the Mayor 
of Boston yesterday, to request that the work 
on the public improvements of that city he ex- 
tended, in order to give them employment. In 
case there should be no funds on hand to defray 
the cot of this thinly-disguised charity, they 
kindly offered to take city scrip in payment of 
their wages. The Mayor, in his answer, showed 
himself a more real Labor Reformer than these 
pretenders. He replied that to engage in un- 
necessary work, to pay for which money had to 
be borrowed through the device of issuing scrip, 
would injure the credit of the city, including 
that of the workingmen who formed so large a 
part of its population. It would also injure the 
workingmen by increasing the tendency, already 
too prevalent, of leaning upon the Government 
rather than themselves. Finally, he said, the

Williamson County, Illinois, has refused to 
pay interest on her bonds, amounting to 
$110,000, exchanged for stock in the Carbondale 
& Shawneetown Railroad Company. This rail- 
road is but 18 miles long. It costto build that 
distance, capital stock, $355,500; first-mortgage 
bends, $200,000; and floating debt, $10,000; 
total, $565,500. The county claims that the 
bonds were never valid, because never legally 
authorized to be issued, and suit has been en- 
tered by the bondholders to coflect the interest. 
Under the law of 1869, as interpreted at Spring- 
field, the Auditor has levied a tax of 9 mills upon 
the property of the whole State to pay the in- 
terest on these void and repudiated bonds issued 
by local municipalities. The share of this tax to 
be paid by this county will nearly reach $250,000, 
and will be collected in like proportion from all 
the other counties of the State. The counties 
and parts of counties owing no such debt will 
pay in the aggregate nearly $800,000 tax this 
year, the proveeds to be applied to satisfying 
these swindling bonds. 


The California papers are bitterly lamenting 
that the Pacific Mail Steamship Company here- 
after will run but one steamer per month, in- 
stead of two, as heretofore, thus leaving hun- 
dreds of tons of flour and other merchandise 
upon the docks which the next steamer to sail 
cannot take. It is stated that the gap left by 
the Pacific Mail Company will be filled by an 
English line of steamers, which will shortly be- 
gin regular trips between San Francisco and 
China. At the same time, it is not very credita. 
ble to American enterprise or consoling to 
American pride for an American company, after 
having been aided by liberal subsidies from Con- 
greas, to retare from such a commercial field, 
and yield it to an English company, which steps 
in upon its own risk, with perfect confidence in 
the profits of the enterprise.

tbe Constitution. The Legislature then ad- 
journed. Gov. Davis was a candidate for ro- 
election, and was beaten by the people by over 
40,000 majority. A Legislature wae chosen 
which was also opposed to Davis. The result 
being known, Gov. Davis made an issue upon 
the election of some petty officers, and the Su- 
preme Court (the Judges having been appointed 
by Davis) decided that the election of a Legis- 
lature in 1873 was illegal. The Legislature 
elected in 1873 propose to meet, as required 
by the Constitution.

THE TOM SCOTT SUBSIDY. 

. The Philadelpaia Press makes an appeal to 
the country in behalf of Col. Thomas A. Scott, 
who finds his progress as a railroad boa-con- 
strictor arrested by the want of funds. The 
Press asks that Congress shall add some thirty 
millions of dollars to the public debt by an issue 
of that amount of bonds as a subsidy to enabie 
Mr. Scott to go on and build the Texas & Pacific 
Railroad. We can understand that this subsidy 
would be a great pecuniary .sesistance to Mr. 
Scott, and to all holders of Mr. Scott's paper, 
but we do not understand why the country 
should assume his débts, or, which is the same 
thing, give him the money he may need to build 
his railroad. Mr. Scott is the chief officer of 
the so-called Pennsylvania Company, which 
directly or indirectly has seized or seeured con- 
trol over many thousands of miles of railroad in 
the West and South. This game of acquisition 
of railroads, so as to secure the monop- 
oly of the lecal transportation of s 
great part of the Western States, is also 
seffously embarrassed by the financial paralysis 
that overtook all speculative jobs in September. 
Mr. Scott is not perhaps more embarrassed in the 
matter of the Texas & Pacific Railroad than in 
some other of his schemes, He has spread hifh- 
self out over an immense surface, and far beyond 
what the actual capital at his disposal war- 
ranted. l 1 

In his extremity, backed by all the corpora- 
tions whose credit 1s involved in his own, he now 
proposes that the country shall recognize him as 
@ national benefactor, to whom the Treasury 
should open ite doors. The country will do 
nothing of the kind. On the contrary, there is

THE TEXAS IMBROGLIO. 

The contemptible sycophancy of the ordinary 
party newspaper is shown in the course of the 
organs all over the country in the matter of 
the Texas controversy. Under the Reconstruc- 
tion acte of Congress, Texas adopted a State 
Constitution and elected a Governor (Davis) and 


recognized the Government thus created. The 
Constitution provides that the Governor shall 
hold office four years and the Legislature two 
years. It also provides that the Governor 
must be elected at a time and place when the 
people vote for representatives in the Legisla- 
ture.” The Governor and Legislature thus start- 
ed even ip 1869, the one for four years and the 
other for two years. In 1871, there was a gen- 
eral demand for an election of a new Legiala- 
ture, but the Governor and State officers decided 
that there should not be one; it was feared that 
the Opposition would carry the State. In 1872, 
Gov. Davis announced that a Legislature 
was to be elected in November of that year, and 
he further declared that his own term of office 
did not begin until April 28, 1870, and that by 
right there should have been an election of a 
Legislature in 1871. Bo long as the Governor of

One of 
the principal causes of unhappiness seems to be 
the fact that, the free-pass system being abol- 
ished, they cannot charge the price of railroad 
ticketa after having traveled on passes, and 
thus only get in retmn their actual er- 
penses. For this the Commissioners censure 
Tun Onicaco Tarsunz. To censure of this sort 
Tun ane has no special reply to make, 
except to express its grotification that the Com- 
missioners are indebted to it for that service, If 
there is any other service of a similar nature 
which Tus Tano can perform for the Com- 
missioners, it would be glad to do it gratuitously. 
As other people, who don’t get $1,500 for a few 
days’ service in a year have to pay their fares 
when they travel, the Commissioners can at least 
afford to travel without free passes 80 long as 
the State pays their fares. 

There are two sources of consolation, however, 
which are open to the Commissidners. The 
Office 1s not compulsory. If a Commissioner 
thinks it is too burdensome for him to go to 
Joliet, road-free, twelve times a year, and re-

BUTLER ON CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

Ben Butler’s last tangent is a direct issue with 
the Treasury Department in the matter of Civil- 
Service Reform, which he proposes to test. The 
cause which he has espoused is that of Capt. 
Lemuel B. Gregory, a soldier who wae in But- 
lers command, was “wounded during ihe War, 
and was therefore honorably discharged from 
the service for reason of disability. 
Gregory applied for a clerkship in the Treasury 
Department, but his name was not reported by 
the Examining Board, and consequently he 
failed to get the position. Thereupon Butler 
takes the case, and at once addresses a letter 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, informing him 
that he is determined to make this a test case 
between the departmental and legislative power, 
and therefore desired him to make as full and 
complete a defense as possible, so that he may 
know how to proceed. He also succinctly states 
his own. position to the Secretary, which is 
substantially as follows: 1. That Capt. Gregory 
is a wounded soldier, who has served with ais- 
tinction, 2. That he passed above the standard 
fixed by the Civil-Service Board, viz., 70, 
and is, therefore, fit for the position. 8. He 
cites the following resolution passed by Con- 
gress March 3, 1865 : 

Resolved, By the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, that persons honorably discharged from the 
military or naval service by reason of dizability result- 
ing from wounds or sickness incurred in the line of 
duty, shall be preferred for appointment for civil 
offices, provided they ehali be found to possess the 
business capacity necessary for the proper discharge 
of the duties of such position. 

Sud. 2. And be it further resolved, that, in grateful 
recognition of the services and sufferings of persons 
honorably discharged from the military and naval ser- 
viee of the country by reason of wounds received, or 
the expiration of terms of enlistment, it is respectively 
recommended to bankers, merchants, manufacturers, 
mechaaica, farmers, and persons engaged in industrial 
pursuits, to give them the preference for appointment 
to remunerative situations and employment.
